WMERTING OF COUNTE CGOMMISSIONERS.

In accordange with a resolution: adopted by the
County Commissioners of the several countiesrep-
resented in July last, en adjourned meeting was
held in Golumbia on Wednesday, the 6th day of
October, at which sixteen counties were represen-
ted. After s informal discussion, it was resolved
to memorialize the Legislature to postpone the or-
ganization of Townships, under the present law,
for a period of ten years at least, and also lo em-
power the County Commissioners to appoint asub-
commissioner for each township, whose duty it
shall be to supervige the working of the roads un
der a system eimilar to the one heretofore existing
inthisSiate. Theylikewise recommended thatjury
lists be made out by the sub-commissioner, subjeot
to revision by the County Commissioners. In
brief, it is proposed to continue the present ar-
rangemonts, whereby the County Commissioners
will discharge the duties heretofore devolving up-
on'the District Boards, with the exception of free
schools ; and in-order to give them proper assis-
tance, the sub-commissioners. are suggested, in
lien of the large number of township officers. We
think the action of the meeting is wise and proper,
and trust that the Legislatare will give due atten-
tion to ils suggestions.

INTERESTIEG TO THE DISQUALIFIED.

The Washington Republican, o quasi official or-
gan of the Administralion, announces that the
Attorney-General of the United States has receiv-
ed notice of an important decision which has re-
cently been rendered by the Supreme Court of
Louisiana. The decision is that when & person
has taken an oath of office before the war tosup-
port the Constitution of the United States, and
during the war held an office in one of the *‘rebel-
lious” States which required him to take an oath
to support’the Confederates States, such'a person
cannot for this reason alone be said to have en-
gaged in insurrection and rebellion agaiost the
United - States, or given aid and comfort lo the
enemies thereof, within the meaning of the third
seciion of the Fourteenth Amendment.

The Republican adds the following, which is
some indication that the decision is not unfavor-
ably received at Washington:

«This decision will be founc very imporiant,
and of large scope in reducing and limiting dis-
franchising clauses of the Constitution and acts of
Congress.”

Under the Constitution of this State, such &
decision would relieve a large number of able and
experienced : citizens, whose disabilities are alto-
gether eiused by the fact that they held.office du-
ring the war..

He was the last survivor of the raceof
distinguished Presidents representing the school
of Jefferson and of Jackson, as he was the last
survivor of the Presidents dirzctly elected by.the:
people, whose term of office has expired. e
Fillmore and Mr. Johnson, it is true, are still liv.
ing, but both of them reached the Presidency
through death and not through election, ol

General Pierce was born at Hillsborough, New,
Hampshire, November 23,1804, After completing.
his preparatory studies, he entered Bowdoin Col-
lege, Maine. After completing his collegiate.
course, he studied law with Judge Levi Woodbuzy, ,
who was for many years a Judge of the Supreme |
Court, and had beea previously Secretary of the
Treasury, under Martin Van Buren. He hegan

the practice of law in his native town, but had not: |

been thus engaged for two years, when he was
elected & member of the State Legislature, -to,
shich ho_mag. zonlortod. Lon.dlveanotenm ptnEer,
He was early distinguisked for his intellectual,
cnpacity ; and his secial qualities soon mede him
n general favorite. In 1838, when but twenty-
nine years old, he was elected to Congress, and he
was re-elected in 1835. In the House General
Pierce did not distingnish himself as o debater,
but was & firm and prominent adherent to the
principles of the Democratic party. In 1837 he
was elected to the United States Senate, but after
serving one term, he withdrew to devote himselfto
the practice of his profession. In 1846 he way
offered by BMr. Polk the position of Attorvey-
General or of Secretary of War, but he declined
both offers. In the same year he eatered the vol-
unteer military service of the United States'ss a
private soldier, but was soon made a Brigadiers
General, and went to Mexico. During the warhis
conduct was such as to merit and receive the offi-
cinl approval of General Scott. In 1850 he'was'
elected President of the New Hampshire Constifus
tional Convention, In 18562 the Democratic Con~
vention met at Baltimore for the purpose of nemi=
nating candidates for the officen of President ind
Vice-President. The rivalries of the great leadsrs
of the party ran so high that forty-five bli_ll)!;
were had without any result. The Virginis daie-
gation then asked leave to retire for consultation,,
and on their return cast the'vote of the Sfaje for,

Franklin Pierce, who on the forfy-ninth l:ulyllull1 wae |

nominated by the Gonvention for the presidency.
The Whigs had nominated General Bcott; At the
election before the people every State but four
voled for General Pierce, and in the electoral gol-
lege he received two hundred and forty-four vwotes
against forty-two cast for General Scott. b1
When elected President, General Pierce was the
voungest man who had ever held that position,
and his term of office wos o peried of storm and
strife. The cloud of ruin and of war, which after-
wards barst, was then fosming, but General Pierca
served with ability, sdmipistered the Government
with firmness, and retired nt the close of his tarn
with & pure and unspotted name, the leve ofa
large portion of the people of the country, and
the respect of even his enemies. Fazults he had,
but they were the faulis of & generoms, strong-
willed man, and were the necessary accompain-
ments of virtues such ag his. Mistakes he mad,
but who ceuld have occupied his positioa at that
time withount deing the same.
He was one of the last survivors of & race of
public men too proud to do wrong, too pure ta b
corrupted, too noble to descend to such work ag is
now daily done by the men who hold the highest
positions in the gift of the American people. May
the day not be far distant when men as purt;ns
able, as noble, and as good as Fraoklin Pjetce
